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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Leyburn  Rural  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
of  the  district  for  1972.  The  Report  follows  the  same  lines  as 
previous  Reports. 

The  state  of  health  of  the  district  is  satisfactory.  The 
main  vital  statistics  are  as  follows.  Birth  Rate,  adjusted  by 
the  comparability  factor,  14* 00, rather  lower  than  that  for 
England  and  Tales  (14.8);  Infant  Mortality  rate  -  (Deaths  of 
Infants  under  one  year  per  1,000  births)  43,  higher  than  that 
for  England  and  ales  (17) ;  General  Death  Rate  (adjusted)  12.9, 
Higher  than  that  for  England  and  ales  —  12.1.  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths  and  no  stillbirths. 


These  statistics  call  for  little  comment  and  can  foe  con¬ 
sidered  very  satisfactory.  The  high  infantile  mortality  rate 
is  based  on  three  deaths  and  is  not  significant.  The  main 
causes  of  death  were  heart  disease  (29)  and  disease  of  the 
blood  vessels  of  the  brain  (17). 

51  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified,  40  of  which 
were  measles.  Measles  can  be  prevented  by  an  immunising 
injection  given  at  14  months,  and  I  strongly  recommend  that  all 
parents  snould  avail  themselves  of  this. 


Te  continued  to  sample  the  Finghall  Sewerage  Disposal 
forks  for  Salmonella  Para  Typhi  B  and  found  the  forks  to  be 
clear  of  this  during  the  year. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Seeds,  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gen tl emeu , 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  seventh  Annual  Report 
in  conjunction  with  that  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  my  last  report,  I  mentioned  that  reorganisation 
now  seems  inevitable*  Discussions  and  meetings  on  amalga¬ 
mation  are  proceeding  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  "the  more 
efficient  and  effective"  service  can  be  attained  at  little 
extra  cost*  I  repeat  my  previous  comment  that  the  new 
enlarged  districts  should  be  allowed  to  continue  with  all 
their  existing  undertakings ,  including  refuse  disposal  and 
sewage  disposal.  These  should  not  be  transferred  to  other 
author i tie  s , 


Preparatory  work  continued  on  both  the  Leyburn  Joint 
Sewage  Purification  Scheme  and  the  Thornbo rough  Aged  Persons 
Unit.  However,  lack  of  interest  of  Contractors  due  to  the 
intense  labour  shortage  in  the  area,  have  faded  the  hopes 
that  work  on  these  may  even  start  next  year. 

Complaints  regarding  emission  of  dust  from  the  quarries 
were  again  few,  investigations  showing  that  breakdowns  in 
machinery  were  rare,  the  main  cause  being  shortage  of  water. 

There  was  an  increase  from  38  in  1971  to  65  in  1972 
in  improvement  grant  applications,  3  of  which  were  refused. 

It  is  obvious  that  conditions  on  grant  approvals  will  have 
to  be  reintroduced.

There  was  a  marginal  increase  in  the  completion  of  new 
houses  from  38  in  1971  to  to  4l  in  1972, 

There  is  increased  activity  by  the  "exempted  organisations5 
under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Development  Control  Act  and  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  other  exemptions  afforded,  it  is  becoming 
more  difficult  to  exercise  proper  control.  As  caravanning

and  camping  are  becoming  more  of  a  popular  pastime ,  it  may 
be  necessary  to  review  legislation. 


Once  again  1  am  grateful  to  the  workmen  employed  on 
refuse  collection,  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  their 
co-operation  and  willingness  at  all  times.

There  is  the  usual  seasonal  shortage  of  water  and  this 
is  being  further!  aggravated  by  continued  development,  A 
reservoir  is  to  jbe  built  at  Thornton  Steward  to  serve  the  lower 
dale  and  thus  leave  more  water-  in  this  area.

There  are  about  123  properties  in  these  9  parishes,  the 
great  majority  of  which  drain  to  their  own  private  septic 
tanks . 

Leyburn  town  works  are  grossly  overloaded  and  the  same 
remarks  apply  to  Middleham  to  a  lesser  degree.  The  East 
Bitten  disposal  works  are  completely  out  of  date.  Instead 
of  having  separate  schemes,  the  consultants  are  preparing 
a  joint  disposal  scheme,  also  to  include  the  parish  of  Harmby 
which  would  alleviate  overloading  at  Spennithorne  disposal- 
works  which  although  just  over  10  years  old,  are  already 
working  to  capaci  ty  . 

Infiltration  at  Leyburn  and  Middleham  continued  to  be  inves¬ 
tigated  and  measurements  taken  in  connection  with  the  pro¬ 
posed  joint  scheme* 

The  Council  now  has  21  sewage  disposal  works  to  maintain. 
With  the  limited  labour  and  transport  available  and  also 
because  the  staff  have  to  assist  when  required  on  other 
duties,  this  maintenance  is  not  as  good  as  it  might  be. 

The  Yorkshire  Liver  Authority  continued  to  sample 
effluent  and  10  adverse  results  were  recorded.  Remedial 
measures  were  immediately  carried  out.  The  department  con¬ 
tinued  to  work  very  closely  with  the  River  Authority  Officers. 

From  information  received  from  adjoining  authorities  it 
would  appear  that  good  maintenance  is  achieved  by  employing 
one  sewage  team  to  look  after  12  village  disposal  works. 

This  authority’s  only  team  maintains  21  works  which  include 
the  larger  ones  of  Middleham  and  Leyburn.  This  council  should 
recommend  to  any  new  authority  an  increase  in  outside  staff. 

Outside  contractors  had  to  be  engaged  again  at  Leyburn

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Leyburn  and  Middleham  have  a  weekly  collection  and  the 
rest  of  the  area  is  collected  fortnightly.  Only  the  isola¬ 
ted  properties  are  not  collected,  but  these  are  being  added 
to  the  scheme  wherever  possible. 

Paper  sacks  are  coming  more  and  more  into  use  and  are 
being  encouraged  on  new  properties. 

If  is  anticipated  that  new  legislation  will  require  a 
weekly  visit  to  all  domestic  properties  and  possibly  also 
require  the  removal  of  bulky  items  of  refuse.  Whilst  this  will 
be  regarded  as  ideal,  extra  men  and  vehicles  will  be  required 
at,  of  course,  extra  expense.  No  doubt  this  will  have  to  be 
considered  by  any  new  district  council  which  emerges  from 
amalgamation • 

The  average  daily  number  of  premises  from  which  refuse 
is  collected  is  now  over  300  and  there  is  an  ever-increasing 
nura her  of  p r o p e r t ies  wit h  two  bins  each.  A  five  day  week  is 
in  operation. 

There  is  a  large  increase  in  bulk  in  trade  refuse, 
especially  from  grocer’s  shops. 

Refuse  disposal  is  at  three  tips  which  are  semi  controlled. 

Regarding  Pay,  Productivity  and  Incentive  Bonus  Schemes 
for  Manual  Workers,  I  am  still  unconvinced  that  such  schemes 
can  be  applied  to  an  authority  like  ours  with  such  a  small 
labour  force •  This  authority  pays  an  extra  £1  in  lieu  of  a 
bonus  scheme.

The  total  cost  of  the  service  for  1972  was  £6,892,  an 
increase  of  £335  on  the  previous  .year,
